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PREFACE 

One  of  the  most  serious  solid  waste  disposal  problems  is 
created  by  j\inked  car. bodies.  The  combination  of  the  large  number 
of  cars  produced  today  and  their  shorter  life  span  vdll  inevitably 
increase  the  nximber  of  automobiles  abandoned  each  year.  An  effi- 
cient system  of  disposal  is  a  vital  function  of  any  urbanized 
community.  Concern  on  the  part  of  the  citizen,  coupled  -with  local 
and  state  regulation  will  be  needed  to  control  the  vdde  range  of 
problems  associated  vdth  automobile  disposal. 

This  bibliography  is . a  selected  list  of  materials  that  have 
appeared  within  the  last  ten  years.  Since  the  subject  is  limited 
in  scope,  materials  have  been  grouped  according  to  type  of  publi- 
cation, and  they  discuss  the  various  aspects  of  the  abandoned  veh- 
icle problem.
